ANOTHER LETTER WRITER. 


Secretary Higgins, of Kansas, Declares 
Prohibition a Dead Issue. 

Tork. Kan., August 6.—Kansas states- 
men seem to have gone into the letter writ- 
ing business. The open letter from Harrison 
Kelley, republican congressman from the 
fourth district, renouncing his old party for 
the people’s party, is followed today by a let- 
ter from Secretary of State Higgins, declaring 
prohibition a dead issue. The letter from Mr. 
Higgins is a great surprise, as he has been, for 
several years, the leader of the prohibition 
wing of the republican party. He says 
that for four or five years past he has been op- 
posed. to making prohibition an issue in the 
campaign. In future he will use his efforts to 
prevent it, and now it is a question; he says, 
whether republican principles shall win at the 
polls without an endorsement of prohibition 
or be defeated with it. He predicts that pro- 
hibition will never be endorsed by another 
state convention. He declares that he wants 
the prohibition law to remain on the statute 
books, but if it or the republican party must 
go down, he wants it to be prohibition.

FEARS THE NEGROES WILL SLIP AWAW. 


And He Offers One of the Appellate Judge 
ships to the Negro Langston—Negro 
Officeholders to Be Sent to Ohio. 


WASHINGTON, August 6.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent Harrison has become thoroughly alarmed 
at the stampede of the Ohio colored men 
against McKinley. The latter is frightened 
at the negro revolt, and has communicated his 
fright to the president. Mr. Harrison does 
not, perhaps, lay awake nights brooding over 
the prospects of the defeat of a possible rival, 
but a negro revolt in Ohio this fall might 
spread into a negro revolt in the nation next 
year, inasmuch a8 the revolt in Ohio is based 
upon the failure to give the colored man 
proper recognition in the way of official pat 
ronage. 

TO CODDLE THE NEGRO. 

In order to conciliate the colored brother, 
therefore, the president has decided to send to ) 
Ohio this fall all the colored men whom he 
bas appointed to office. These include Minis- 
ter Douglas, ex-Senator Bruce, Fourth Aud- 
itor Lynch and others.. Not only that, but he 
has made up his mind to appoint ex-Congress- 
man John M. Langston to one of the new fed- 
eral judgeships. 

BUT LANGSTON LEAKED. 

He informed Mr. Langston of his determina- 
tion in aletter, in which he cautioned Mr. 
Langston to keep his own counsel. The latter, 
however, did not follow the president’s ad- 
vice. He could not keep the secret. It leaked 
out downin Virginia, and now the Mahone 
republicans, who bate Langston as the devil 
does holy water, are up in arms 

MAHONE I8 MAD, 

It is understood that a delegation will 
shortly visit Cape May and protest against 
Langston’s appointment in the name of the 
white republicans of the south. A revival of 
the Langston-Mahone war is, therefore, imi- 
nent. 

BLAINE HEARD FROM.

Mr. Gleason is one of the strong- 
est Blaine men in the United States, and has 
been for twenty years. And Mr. Gleason is 
honest about his support of Mr. Blaine. He 
believes in him. Blaine has become part of 
his religion. He could contemplate no higher 
paradise than to go to Blaine when he dies. 
Mr. Blaine also believes in Gleason, and no 
one, perhaps, has more uffuenco with . 
plumed knight than he. 

THE CAUSE OF THEIR FRIENDSHIP. 

The friendship between the two men grew 
up in a rather remarkable manner. Mr. 
Gleason twenty years ago was a contractor 


under the old board of improvement, domi- 


nated by Boss“ Sheppard, and when 
Gougress changed the form of the government 
for the district, the old board owed him a con- 


‘siderable sum of money. His failure to get 
the money almost ruined him. A bill was in- 


troduced for his relief, but it dragged along 
for months without action, and in despair Mr. 
‘Gleason appealed to Mr, Blaine, who was at 
that time speaker, for aid. Mr. Blaine heard 
his story, and was evidently impressed by it, 
and also by Mr. Gleason.

I will 
take your claim and look into it. Ifitis all 
right I will see that the bill passes before Sat- 
urday night. Then I will take it to the sen- 
ate and see that it goes through there. I will 
also go to the president and see that it is 
promptly signed, and furthermore, I will go 
to the treasury department in order that there 
may be no delay in auditing the account. If 
the claim is honest and just, you will have 
your money in twenty days.” 

Mr. Blaine was as good as his word, and 
strange to say, Mr. Gleason is stil]! grateful. 
Since that time these two men have been fast 
friends. Mr. Gleason is always ready to follow 
where the white plume waves.

DR, BAKER IN THE GUISE OF A 
MODEL HUSBAND. 


HE CRIED WHEN HIS WIFE DIED 


The Witnesses Go Into Details, Furnishing 
Other Reasons for the Death of 
Mrs. Baker. 


Axsrinapon, Va., August 6.—[Special.]—The 
| Baker-Gilmer trial is as interesting today as it 
} was when court opened more than a week ago. 
The defense began work this morning, and 
will get through probably Saturday. They are 
holding their own much better than was 
- @xpected. 

Tue first witness examined was Professor 
James A. Davis, of Emery and Henry college. 


He said in substance: 


Am a brotber of Dr. Baker’s wife. I was 
et Dr. Baker’s frequently during the last few 
fyears; frequently preached there. At the 
birth of her last child, previous to her death, I 
found her sick. She was in the family way as 
appeared. She was on her bed part of the 
time and part sitting up, but not able to go to 
"the dining room about a month before the 
birth of the child. I never saw any indications 
of a lack of harmony between them. She had 
) been married about twenty-five years, I think. 
‘Their manner toward each other was affec- 
Monate, rather unusually so. I only know her 
Pondition at death by report, so her death 
was not wholly unexpected to me. I was 
m some measure prepared for it. I 
had heard of her condition before I left home, 
and was uneasy. It was understood in our 
family that she usually had trouble about the 
seventh month of her pregnancies. The only 
one I had any knowledge of wasthe one pre- 
vious to her death. What I learned of her 
eondition I got, not from herp but from Dr. 
Baker, though I was there and in her room.“ 
A NIECE OF THE DOCTOR. 

Mrs. Annie Biggs was next on the stand. 
The cream of her testimony was: “I am 2 
niece of Dr. Baker. I was at Dr. Baker’s 
from Saturday to Monday morning previous 
toher death. She was very delicate, spoke to 
me about her condition, asked me to feel the 
‘op of her head, that it was hot. She said 
Bhe was, fearful that she would not live 
during her approaching illness. She had 
swimmingin the head. She was threatened 
with some disease in both sicknesses. She 

three miscarriages of my own knowledge. 

. Baker was at home Sunday night. He 

ad make a visit during Sunday; was at home 

onday. Dr. Baker and his wife’s conduct 

toward each other was that of the tenderest 

solicitude. I lived in the house with them 

j Sighteen menths in 1885 and in 1886. My 

brother and’his and my sister weré there on 
the occasion alluded to.“ 

Dr. Clarke, the third witness, testified very 
curioùsly. He came here, he said, to act asa 
witness if needed. He said he had been listen- 
ing to hear the evidence in the case, so he 
could make up his. Though he had heard 
none but Dr. Taylor, the state chemist. 

Not only was this young man prejudiced in 
the matter, but it seems that most of the de- 
fense are testifying to suit the occasion. The 

pctor’s evidence was so sensational that the 
audience shifted and moved uneasily about. 
To sum up what he said, he thinks, or says so, 
that Mrs. Baker's death was brought on by an 
organic trouble of the heart. The relatives 
were there, as many as could go. The relations 
of Dr. Baker and wife were most pleasant, so 
far as he knew. 

Cross-examined— Think I saw Mrs. Baker 
something less than twelve months before her 
death. She visited very little anywhere; 
don’t remember that she was away from home 
in five years. It has not been a habit to em- 
balm in the Davis family.” 

A WITNESS IN DETAIL. 


Mrs. Anna Clyce testified: 

“TI live between a half and fourth of a mile 
from where Dr. Baker lived at the time of 
Mrs. Baker’s death. I am a niece of Dr. 
Baker; was at his home during the last illness 
of his wife; learned of her pregnancy in June. 
Mrs. Baker told me herself. She said she 
didn’t think she could live to give 
birth to her child on account of her 
physical condition. I was at Mrs. 
Baker’s frequently from June until her death. 
She was always nervous and despondent, on 
account of her physical condition. Was there 
Sunday before her death. She was exceed- 
ingly nervous on account of her condition. I 
left [Sunday, late in the evening. Mrs. Baker 
was notin bed. Her daughters did the house- 
work. She repeated thatshe was afraid she 
would not live. Saw Mrs. Baker again on the 
day of her death. Went there in the forenoon 
of that day. Dr. Baker’s daughter came for 
me after taking Miss Rena Beatty to Mr. Con- 
nell's. I found Dr. Baker and one daughter 
in Mrs. Baker’s room. I asked her how she 
felt. She said: ‘I still feel nervous.’ 
Thought she would miscarry. She said she 
took her bed Tuesday morning. She com- 
plained of her feet. Werubbed them. I, Dr. 
Baker and four boys went to dinner,, Betsy, a 
daughter, stayed with Mrs. Baker. After din- 
ner Dr. Baker went out to smoke. I went 
back in the sick room, and rubbed Mrs. 
Baker’s feet and hands. She ate a small bit 
of toast and drank some tea. She was still 
nervous, and grew worse. went for 
Charley Baker to go for Dr. Wiley. My 
brother, John H. Clark, went to Abingdon 
for Dr. Wiley. To the best of my knowledge, 
Mrs. Baker finally called Baker 
threw ber arms around his neck, and 
said she felt that she was going 
to take aspasm. I told him to examine her 
symptoms. Mrs. Baker clasped my left hand 
with her right, and said,] Pray that my labor 
may be short.’ Dr. Baker was on the op 
site side of the bed from me. Mrs. Baker 
went into a convulsion. Dr. Baker 
bent over her, spoke, walked away, 
came back, and patted her on the cheek. She 
was in the spasm fifteen minutes or half an 
hour. She never recovered ; gave her no med- 
icine. A negro woman, Susan Lee, was in the 
room. No medicine was given to her after m 
arrival. Sent for Dr. Wiley an hour after 
arrived. Dr. Baker was the first to go out of 
the room after her death. Mrs. Rutherford 
was the first to come in after the death, 
Amanda Cunningham next, and Mrs. Robert 
Rush next. Don’t know who prepared the 
body for burial. Dr. Baker 
children went up

The Excitement in Auburn. New York, Yes- 
terday. 

Aununx, N. T., August 6.—Early this 

morning while two of the attendants in

TWELVE MEN KILEED IN 4A Arr. 
ROAD ACCIDENT, 


PRAIRIE FIRES RAGING IN SOUTH DAKOTA 


Damage Done by a Storm in Minnesota 
Tidal Wave at Melbourne Carries 
Everything Before It. 


Srnacusn, N. T., August 6.—This morning 
a freight train on the West Shore railroad 
going west, broke in two between Port Byron 
and Montezuma, and the fast train No. 8 
dashed into the rear. The brakeman went 
back to warn the passenger train, but the 
night was so foggy that he was not seen. The 
fireman of the train was killed. Ten 
Italians, en route to Falls in the 
smoking car, were killed, and thirty or forty 
others in the same car injured. 

The sleeping cars burned, and it is supposed 
nearly all the passengers were rescued. The 
injured’ were brought to Syracuse, and are 
being cared for. The bodies of the killed 
have been brought here for identification. 

Among the injured is a member of an opera 
company, who died on the way here. 

The scene of the accident is four miles from. 
Port Byron and two from Montesuma. The 
trainmen say more killed are in the wreck. A 
dense fog prevailed over the Montezuma 
marshes and enveloped the trains and tracks, 
Physicians and other aid were sent from Syra- 
cuse, Auburn, Montezuma and Port Byron. 
pe scene at the wreck is described as ter- 

0. 

At 9 o’clock a wrecking train brought the 
killed and wounded here, and ambulances, 
police patrol wagons and hacks made a mourn- 
ful procession through the crowded streets to 
the hospitals and undertakers’ rooma. Michael 
Bergen, of Buffalo, fireman of the passenger 
train, was instantly killed. 

Engineer Patrick Ryan, of Buffalo, had his 
chest crushed, and he is in the hospital here. 
Of twenty Italians in the smoking car, one 
only escaped injury, and he was on the plat 
form, usually considered a place of greatest dan- 
ger. Seventeen injured Italians were brought 
to Syracuse, some of whom will probably die. 
It is now said nobody in the sleeping car waa 
badly hurt. All the who were able 
were brought here in a Central train. The 
bodies killed are held at Port Byron, where 
Coroner Stewart will hold an inquest. 

DETAILS OF THE ACCIDENT. 

The wrecked train was a Chicago and St. 
Louis limited, on the West Shore railroad, 
stopping only at Newark and Rochester, be- 
tween this city and Buffalo, and was com- 
posed of an engine, two express cars, one bag - 
gage car, a smoking car, a day coach and four. 
Wagner sleeping coaches. 

The train was going at the rate of about 
forty-five miles an hour when the crash came. 
When three miles west of Port 
Byron, the passengers who were awake 
felt the application of the airbrakes, and the 
passenger locomotive burled itself in the ca- 
beose of the freight train. The day coach tel- 
escoped the smoking car, and, together with 
three baggage and express cars, was piled in a 
heap, blockading the tracks. ‘ 

WATALITY IN THE SMOKING CAR. 

The entire fatality was confined to the occn- 
pants of the smoking car and locomotive. In the 
former wasa party of twenty-one Italian labor- 
ers, in charge of an interpreter, who was 
taking them from Tompkins Cove to Niagara 
Falls, where they were to be worked on the 
new railroad tunnel. Only one member of 
this party escaped death or serious injury. 

Fireman Michael Burgen, of Macedon, was 
found to have been instantly killed at his post 
on the locomotive, and Engineer Patrick 
Ryan, of Buffalo, was seriously injured. Ten 
of the Italians were killed outright or died 
shortly after being taken out of the wreck. 
Some others are likely todie. The broken 
train had been coupled and was just getting 
in motion to goon a siding when the passen- 
ger train came along. A flagman was sent 
back from the freight train, but he says his 
signal was obscured by the dense fog. There 
is a disposition to lay the blame on the flag- 
man.

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WUCH WAS THE INTENTION O¥ THE 
HOUSE IN ITS ACTION 


Da Yesterday — Sleeping Car, Express and 
Telegraph Companies Under the 
Railroad Commission. 


Three more classes of corporations go under 
the control of the state, provided the senate 
concurs in the action of the house. 

Telegraph, sleeping car and com- 
panies will be controlled in tneir charges for 
services rendered, by the railroad commission 
of Georgia. 

This bill, introduced by Mr. Atkinson, of 
Coweta, was the special order yesterday morn- 
ing, and it was brought up immediately after 
the journal had been confirmed. The bill 

"passed is as follows: 

Section 1. All companies or persons owning, 
controlling or operating, or that may hereafter 
own, control or operate a line or lines of express, 

sleeping car or telegraph, whose line or lines 18 
or are in whole or in part in this state, shall be 
under the control of the railroad commissioners 
‘of Georgia, who shall have full power to regulate 
the price to be charged by any company or person 
or persons, owning, controlling or operating any 
line or lines of express, sleeping cars and tele- 
graphs for any service perform by such com- 
pany, person or persons, and all the powers 
‘given to said commissioners over railroads in 
ol state, and all the penalties prescribed 
against railroad companies or persons operating 
railroads by existing laws,embraced in sections 
‘of the code of 1882 from section 719 (a) to section 
719 (p), both inclusive are hereby declared to be of 
force against corporations, companies, or a per- 
‘gon or persons, owning, controlling or operating a 
line or lines of express, sleeping cars and tele- 
aphs doing büsiness in this state, whose 
Une, or lines is or are wholly or in 
part in this state, so far as said 
provisions of the code can be made applicable to 
‘any corporation, company, person or persons, 
‘owning, controlling or operating a line or lines of 
“express, sleeping cars and telegraphs. 

dec. 2 Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the power of the commissioners 
to regulate charges by corporations, companies 
‘and persons herein referred to, shall apply only to 
charges by express for transportation from one 
point to another in the state; to charges for sleep- 

car fares, for passengers in sleeping cars, 

olng from ene point to anohter in this state, and 

2 messages sent by telegraph from one point to 
another in this state. 

After the bill had been read Mr. Atkinson 
moved to disagree to the report of the com mit- 
tee, which was unfavorable to the passage of 
‘the bill. 

Mr. Atkinson Advocates the Bill. 

Mr. Atkinson said that when he was satis- 
fied that the line he had marked out was 
in the interest of the people, he yielded to no 
committee or to no man. This measure 
Was in the interest of the people; it affected 
them indirectly. 

In the interest of the people we must fight 
the brain and intellect of the state who are 
working in the interest of these corporations. 
‘Here comes Hon. Fleming G. duBignon, and 
‘his powerful influence is being used for the ex- 
press companies. 

These lawyers are acting legitimately and 
properly. When they come to this general 
assembly they are not representing their own 
vpinions, but are in the interest of these corpor- 
‘ations. Two years ago this bill was before the 
Senate. Then Hon. F. G. duBignon was true 
to Georgia and represented the people, and 
eaid not one word against the bill. Will you 
follow these men when they speak their own 
opinions, or when they are working for these 
‘monopolies? 

„This bill proposes to regulate the charges 
of sleeping car, telegraph and express com- 
panies, and that is all. There is now no com- 
petition. The Western Union can crush out 
any rival line by cutting rates, and yet some 
cry that is not a monoply.” 

He gave some statistics showing the low 
rates charged by telegraph companies in 
European countries. He compared some 
8 of express and sleeping car companies, 
which were often more for short distances 
than for long. 

„We wish to authorize these companies,“ 
he went on, ‘‘to charge what fair-minded men 
think is reasonable. This bill would save to 
the people of Georgia tens of thousands of dol- 
lars every year. ho pays this money?

Mr. Sibley, of Cobb—I would like to ask 
the gentleman if a room in a hotel is a lux-

Sleeping car rates would not be reduced un- 
der this bill. Sleeping cars are a luxury, 
and those enjoying them should pay for it. 
The bill could touch only the Pullman com- 
pany from Atlanta to Brunswick. He thought 
the only things that touched the 2 were 
the telegraph and express companies, and that 
the sleeping car companies should be left out. 

Mr. Fleming said that at first he had nothing 
to say, although he was opposed to the bill. 
But there was less excuse for striking out the 
sleeping car companies than for taking out the 
othertwo. There was no necessity for the bill 
as he saw, and he would vote against it. The 
Southern Travelers’; Association had asked 
that the rateson sleeping cars be regulated, 
and there was more necessity for it than for 
regulating the other corporations. Let’s give 
equal rights to all, and special privileges to 
none.” [{Applause.] 

Considerable discussion then followed on the 
amendment of Mr. Davis, in which Mr. Libby, 
Mr. Reid and others participated. The pre- 
vious question was called and the amendment 
was lost. 

Another Amendment Lost. 


Mr. Humphries, of Brooks, also wanted to 
amend the bill.

He made a powerful appeal for the amend- 
ment, and his logic and argument were almost 
convincing, but the members were not to be 
deterred from their purpose to pass the bill in 
its original shape, so his arguments were in- 
effective.

The law- 
vers charge the poor men of the state from 
B100 to $5,000 for a short speech, and I want 
that amendment adopted and this gigantic 
monopoly crushed out.“ 

Mr. Hogan finally withdrew the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Everett, of Stewart, thought the bill a 
most just and wise measure, but said the 
amendment of Mr. Hogan was a piece of folly.

to pass.

Bills Introduced. 


Mr. Seay, of Floyd, introduced an important 
bill which amends section 3719 of the code 
relative to the application for new trial. It 
provides that the time of filing briefs of evi- 
dence shall be extended, but shall not exceed 
ninety days, whereas the limit is now thirty. 


A New Circuit Court. 


A bill introduced yesterday by Mr. Johnson, 
of Appling, provides for the creation and 
organization of a new circuit of the superior 
court of the state. 

It is to be known as the Altamsha circuit, 
and will comprise the counties of Appling, 
Coffee, Tattnall, Telfair, Montgomery and 
Wayne. The bill also provides for the elec- 
tion of a judge and solicitor for the court. 


A Senate Bill Passed. 


By unanimous consent the bill introduced 
in the senate by President Mitchell was taken 
up, readathird time and passed. The bill 
provides for the establishment of a system of 
public schools in Boston, Ga. 

To Adjourn. 

Just here Mr. Whitfield made a motion to 
adjourn, but it was lost. It was about ten 
minutes to 1 o’clock, and from that time on 
the clerk did some quick work, reading nine 
bills before the hour of adjournment. 

On motion a bill 1 —— for a reappor- 
tionment of the congressional districts was 
read a second time. 

The State Normal School. 


The bill forthe establishment of this insti- 
tution was introduced yesterday by Mr. Huff, 
of Bibb. 

The bill provides for the establishment and 
maintenance of the State Normal school at 
Rock college, in Athens, asa branch of the 
university. 

It is to form one of the departments of the 
University of Georgia, and its object is for the 
education and training of teachers for teachin 
in the common schools of the state, who wil 


intend from the beginning to defraud those who 
employ them. As soon as they get through the 
winter they leave their employment and this is 
what they intended to do from the beginning. 
This is the class the bill is trying to reach.”

If we can restrict 
legislation to general laws there is no reason why 
100 days would not be sufficient to do 
business; but much always depends upon the 
temper and disposition of the particular legisla- 
ture in session. . 


“If my bijl and constitutional amendment cut- 
ting off special legislation becomes law,” said 
Senator Glenn, “there will be no difficulty in 
limiting sessions of the legislature to 100 
days or less. In ar judgment the two proposi- 
tions go together. One can figurea bit on the 
time — tor general legislation, but no man 
can tell, with the doors wide open for 8 
mater how long a legislature ought to in 
session.“

GOLD AND SILVER 


Is Believed to Exist in Pontotoc County, 
Miss. 

Pontotoc, Miss., August 6.—[{Special.]— 
On the old Pontotoc ridge in Pontotoc county, 
Mississippi, a great discovery has been made. 
Vast amounts of what is believed to be silver 
lies nestled in the dull rocks. 

Tracing the chain of hills southward some 
five miles, the prospector suddenly and ab- 
ruptly stumbles upon gold glistening from the 
river rocks. 

Old miners say that it is gold and silver. 
The gold just found has undergone no chemi- 
cal tests, but the silver has been melted and 
tested by chemists, and all say it is silver, and 
miners believe it to be vastly rich. 

Help is needed to determine its true loca- 
tion, its mineral value, and ifit be silver and 
gold capital is wanted. Capitalists are wanted 
to buy, rent, take shares or do any way to as- 
sist in utilizing the ore. The silver region be- 
gins nine miles southeast of Pontotoc town.

BARNES ARRESTS THE SHOOTER. 

The ball passed between Barnes's legs, and 
lodged in the side ef the house. Ford again 
aimed his pistol, and, as he was about to fire, 
Barnes jumped at him and grabbed the 
weapon when it was discharged, the ball en- 
tering the window sill. Barnes then arrested 
Ford and carried him before the mayor on the 
charge of disorderly conduct, and the trial was 
set for this afternoon. 

AND THEN 8KIPs. 

Meanwhile Barnes tendered his resignation 
as policeman, skipped town and has not been 
seen since. He evidently knew why the par- 
alytic cripple was shooting at him, if other 
people did not. Ford was fined $7.50 for dis- 
turbing the peace, and put under a one-hun- 
dred-and-fifty-dollar bond for assault with in- 
tent to murder. Judge Leonard volunteered 
in Cotenss of Ford and had him placed under 
oath. 


THE CAUSE OF THE QUARREL. 

Ford stated he had only learned this morn- 
ing that Barnes had seduced one of his (Ford’s) 
young sisters, and had been boasting of it. 
Ford then purchased a pistol, and was wheeled 
over to Girard in search of Barnes, and it was 
his intention to kill Barnes.

It was 
thought he had drowned, and nothing had 
been heard of him up to today.

Silver Assumption Corrected. 

A correspondent over the initials ‘‘C. R. 
H.,“ writes a communication to TuE Con- 
STITUTION in which, after some general re- 
marks on the currency issue, he asks a ser- 
ies of questions. One cannot rid himself of 
the impression that the correspondent is not 
so anxious to acquire information as he is 
to propound a set of inquiries calculated to 
advance the cause which he evidently favors, 
no matter what the replies may be. Answers 
to his queries, however, are not difficult and 
he is welcome to them. Here are both 
questions and answers: 

Were the mints of the United States equally 
open to the coinage of gold and silver at a certain 
ratio, from their establishment until 1873, and 
were both metals legal tender at that ratio? 

Yes. At the ratio of 15 tol from 
1792 to 1834, and 16 to 1 from 1834 to 1873. 
Both metals were legal tender. 

How many silver dollars - were coined prior to 
1873, and how many in the twenty years just be- 
fore that date? 

About 10,000,000 prior to 1873, and 
5,200,000 in the twenty years before 1873, 
and of gold dollars there have been about 
19,500,000 coined in all. 

Is it a fact that for many years prior to 1873 
and to 1860,though both metals were admited to the 
mints on equal terms, the coinage of silver dol- 
lars bad ceased and none were in circulation, and 


the currency of the country was not on a bimetal- 
lic but a gold basis? If so, what was the cause? 


In 1872 the coinage of silver dollars was 
1,118,600, and in 1871 it was 1,117,136. 
This coinage respectively was nearly three 
times the coinage of any one year in the 
history of the mint,except in 1859 and 1860. 
The adoption of the ratio of 15 to 1 in 1792 
was an undervaluation of gold, and we were 
on a silver basis from that time to 1834. 
From 1792 to 1834 there had been coined 
$11,835,889 in gold, $36,279,073 in silver. 
The gold was in eagles, half-eagles and 
quarter-eagles (there were no dollars), and 
the silver was in dollars, half-dollars, quarter- 
dollars, dimes and half-dimes, all legal ten- 
der. The act of 1834, changing the ratio to 
16 to 1, undervalued silver and put our cur- 
rency on a gold basis, and that would have 
been the basis when silver was demonetized, 
had specie payments not beén suspended, 
the bullion ratio at the end of 1872 being 
15.63 tol. In every year from 1834 to 1873, 
the bullion in a silver dollar was worth more 
than the bullion in a gold dollar. The 
half-dollar, itself a full legal tender, early 
took the place of the dollar as a current 
coin, and up to 1834 constituted the bulk of 
our coinage. The undervaluation of silver 
in 1834 gradually had its effect, and in 1852, 
there were only 1,100 dollars and 221,000 
half-dollars coined. The act of 1853, re- 
reduced the weight of the half-dollar from 
2064 to 192 grains of standard silver, and 
immediately this subsidiary coinage rose to 
$2,430,000, but no large amount of standard 
silver dollars were coined until 1871. 

Was the much-abused coinage act of 1873 a 
revision or codification of the various coinage acts 
prior to that date, and dropping the provision 
for coining silver dollars only a recognition of the 
fact that fora long time none had been coined 
and no demand for them was expected? 


There was no such fact to be recognized. 
The coinage of legal tender standard silver 
dollars for 1871 and 1872 amounted to 2,- 
235,736, which was more than five times as 
large as the coinage of such dollars in any 
one year, except 1859 and 1860, and larger 
than the coinage in any four years 
since the organization of the mint—and this 
too, though specie payments were suspended. 

What was the silver production of the United 


States and the world from 1850 to 1870 and from 
1870 to 1890 given in periods of five years each? 


World's production 1851 to 1855: Silver, 
$184,135,000; 1856 to 1860, $188,055,000; 
1861 to 1865, $228,620,000; 1866 to 1870, 
$278,260,000; 1871 to 1875, $315,649,000; 
1876 to 1880, $456,300,000; 1881 to 1885, 
$553,100,000; 1886 to 1889 3549, 763, 000. 
The coining value of the silver is given since 
1873. In 1889, the United States’ silver 
product was about 40 per cent of the 
whole. From 1849 to 1889, inclusive, the 
world’s product of gold and silver was: gold, 
84,613,700, 000; silver, $2,838,600,000.

The correspondent puts two things to- 
3 that have no connection. He may 
Unk or unlink them as he pleases; but the 
demonetization of silver is primarily the 
cause of the low price of cotton in Liverpool 
because East Indian and Egyptian cotton 
is sold for the bullion price of silver. The 
East Indian sells his cotton and wheat for so 
many rupees a bushel or bale and it’s noth- 
ing to him whether silver bullion is worth 
$1 or $1.30 an ounce, 42 pence, or 60 pence, 
but we suffer. Secretary Manning, in his 
report for 1886, called this condition a 
„monetary dislocation,’’ and in the matter of 
wheat, said it had then cost our farmers an 
almost incomputable sum, a loss of millions 
upon millions of dollars every year. If the 
correspondent means that the greatly in- 
creaced product of silver has reduced the 


reduced its value irrespective of 


i 


value of silver, he is reminded that the gold 
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per cent, and yet the price of gold didn’t 
vary at all in ita relation to silver. " 
Win unlimited free coinage of silver on the 
present basis only in this country, we 
should have two metallic 1 
power here, but in y 
838 value and therefore one worth 25 
pert cent more than the other. Under these cir- 
cumstances would not every one remitting from 
Europe send silver and thus gradually all our gold 
to be transferred abroad and replaced by silver, 
leaving that as our only metallic currency? 


It is just barely possible that every one re- 
mittingfrom Europe, under the circum- 
stances mentioned, might send silver. There 
would not be and there ought not to be any 
law against it, but it is just possible also 
that he might not be able to get the silver. 
For instance, Engiand has $100,000,000 in 
subsidiary silver coin at the ratio of 14.28 to 
1, and that is about the ratio of nearly all 
the subsidiary coin abroad. As for the full 
legal tender silver the ratio is 15 to 1 in 
India and 154 to 1 in Europe. A dollar in 
India would only have to contain 348.33 
grains of pure silver and in Europe 359.91 
grains, while our dollar has 371.25 grains. 
The coining price of an ounce of silver is 
4.8 cents more in Europe than the United 
States, and 4.44 cents more in India than in 
Europe. Where the inducement to ship 
silver here it is difficult to see. But what 
if they should send us silver? From 1792 to 
1834 we were on a silver basis, and from 
1834 to the suspension of specie payments 
we were on agold basis. This is what the 
double standard is for. As Jevons said, il- 
lustrating with the two reservoirs and the 
connecting pipe: The mass of the metals 
—gold and silver—is exactly represented by 
the water in these reservoirs, and the con- 
necting pipe is the law which enables one 
metal to take the place of the other as an 
unlimited legal tender.“ As to silver 
driving out gold, we coined from March, 
1878, to January, 1891, nearly 388,000,000 
silver dollars, and at the same time added 
$424,000,000 to our gold. 

What is expected to counteract this, which 
would seem to be the natural result? 


The natural result of the bimetallic prin- 
ciple is that when either money metal be- 
comes scarce or hoarded or cornered, so that 
it increases decidedly in value, as evidenced 
by the price of commodities compared with 
it, then the other metal takes its place for 
the time being as a standard of value. No 
counter-irritant is expected or desired to this 
natural law. 


A True Bill. 

The Kansas City Times is satisfied that, 
on the whole, the tendency of general fiction 
in America, on the part of both authors and 
publishers, is low. There are leading ex- 
ceptions, of course, but the fact remains that 
many of the books now published defy all 
decency. 

Our contemporary goes on to say that our 
sensational novels are no longer highly col- 
ored, dramatic, flashy books of adventure— 
they are boldly immoral or suggestive, with 
disgusting pictures. Many of these books 
are translations from the French, and others 
are the work of cheap and unknown writers 
who are willing to produce anything that 
will sell. 

There is only too much truthin this in- 
dictment. If the rising generation spend 
much time on this trashy stuff they will not 
be able to recognize good literature when 
they see it.. The effect of such reading is 
injurious intellectually as well as morally. 
Every editor in the land can tellin a mo- 
ment when he glances at a short story sub- 
mitted to him just what class of fiction the 
writer has been reading. If the style is 
jerky, disjointed, with a strained effort at 
morbid sensationalism, the writer has been 
nourished on flashy literature. If the story 
is moral, and the style has any literary ex- 
cellence, inquiry will bring out the fact that 
the writer has been a reader of the better 
class of English and American novels. 

Writers, as well as readers, cannot touch 
pitch and not be defiled. 


Room for Reform. 

We have more than once called attention 
to the unnecessary severity sometimes shown 
in our dealings with juvenile criminals, and 
it is an encouraging sign of the times to find 
other papers speaking out on the same line, 

The Baton Rouge Truth mentions the fol- 
lowing case: 

There 18 a white boy about twelve years of age 
in the penitentiary, sent from Iberia for larceny. 
He is quite small for his age, appearing not more 
than of nine years. It seems a pity this child 
should be incarcerated in the state prison at such 
a tender age. It would in our opinion have been far 
better had the district attorney nolle prosequied 
the case, with the understanding that his father 
should procure afew new shingles, take the boy 
home, bend him gently over Mis knee, and apply 
the shingles vigorously fora few minutes, while 
admonishing the child to hereafter respect his 
neighbor’s right to property. 

The story speaks for itself. We are pre- 
pared, when northern papers assail our con- 
vict system, to point to their prisons at 
Clinton, New York, and ,other places, in 
order to show that they have nothing to 
brag of in the shape of superior humanity; 
but when we are attacked for our cruel 
treatment of little children, who have trans- 
gressed the law, what can we say? It is 
impossible to make a defense that will satisfy 
good and just people. 


A Partisan Protest. ' 

The Chicago Inter Ocean complains bi 
terly because under the new constitution of 
Mississippi the registration of voters has 
been largely reduced. 

Thousands of colored voters do not care 
to pay a poll tax, and thousands more lack 
the educational qualification. Some of the 
whites, of course, also lose their votes under 
these restrictions, 

It is alleged by The Inter Ocean that 
Mississippi will now have seven congress- 
men to 90,000 voters, that being the number 
at the recent registration, while Kansas, for 
instance, has the same number of congress- 
men to 204,588 voters. The injustice of 
such a distribution of congressional repre- 
sentation,“ says our contemporary, is too 
plain for comment. It is of itself a demand 
for restriction of the right of representation 
to the actual number of voters in a state. 
The congressional delegation of Mississippi 
is an incarnate fraud. 1

country. We give herewith the threat made 
by Governor Russell: 

Massachusetts believes in a sound currency. 
She will not lend her aid to any movement, what- 
ever may beits source and however honest may 
be its purpose, which in its result would debase 
our currency, unsettle credit, impair values, and 
give to labor in depreciated money lesa than its 
just dues. Her people sincerely believe that such 
a movement mistakes the reinedy for a just griev- 
ance, and will but add to the distress it seeks to 
relieve. 

This is certainly definite enough, and we 
think that definiteness is its chief charac- 
teristic, but it is not so important, all things 
considered, as some of the comments on it 
would lead one to suppose. We think, for 
instance, that The Richmond Dispatch is 
disposed to take the threat too seriously. 
Our contemporary says: 

What movement is it that threatens to “debase 
our currency?“ It is this movement in which the 
democrats of Ohio took the lead when they nom-. 
inated Governor Campbell for re-election, and 
put him upon a platform containing a silver plank. 
This language is disrespectful in the highest de- 
gree to the silverites, but we do not think there 
can be any doubt that Governor Russell had the 
Buckeye democracy ‘n his mind when he said the 
domocrats of Massachusetts would refuse to lend 
their aid to any movement, whatever may be ita 
source,” which would debase our currency” by 
putting silver upon an equality with gold at the 
mints. “Whatever may be its source.“ That 1s, 
whether it comes from a southern newspaper or 
from a democratic state convention in Ohio. Why 
not? What reason can Governor Russell give for 
thus assuming that the democrats of Massachu 
setts—a state that never joins the democratic 
ranks at a presidential election—will not support 
the next democratic national nominee? Like 
Falstaff he has reasons as plenty as blackberries. 
He would not open the mints because the demo- 
crats of the republican states, differing in opinion 
on this point with the democrats of the demo- 
cratic states, believe that to do so would be to 
‘unsettle credits,“ “impair values,“ and substi- 
tute for a good currency a depreciated one which 
would deprive the workingmen of a portion of the 
fruits of their labors. 

This is vigorous and apt, but it should be 
borne in mind that Governor Russell does 
not represent the democratic voters of Mas- 
sachusetts in this matter, and his threat is 
merely a piece of high-sounding nonsense. 
It is true, as The Dispatch intimates, that 
if the democrats of Massachusetts were to 
bolt the national ticket the party would lose 
nothing, but they will not bolt. The money 
sharks and the lords of the treasury may 
control by deception or otherwise some of 
the democratic politicians of Massachusetts, 
but they do not control the voters. This 
fact has been discovered by The Boston 
Globe, which certainly knows more about 
the attitude of the democrats of Massachu- 
setts and New England than Governor Rus- 
sell, Let us see what The Globe says: 

From the beginning of this government down 


to 1873 there was a double standard, and silver 


was a full equal partner with gold in our currency, 
Then it was demonetisod and degraded to a. sub. 
sidiary place. European governments had already 
led off in this direction, and, under republicati 
guidance, we foolishly followed their lead. It was 
a disastrous move. It dishonestly inflated all 
American indebtedness to foreign creditors, and 
was afraud on the American people. It made 
times needlessly hard in this country, and it has 
been at the bottom of nearly all the financial bus- 
iness troubles that we have since passed through, 

To remonetize silver and regain the double 
standard, and abandon the republican party’s pol- 
icy of subservience to the European single gold 
standard conspiracy is, we believe, the straight 
path to the largest measure of business prosperity 
to this country. But, owing tothe bad situation 
in which republican financial policy has landed 
us, we must proceed by cautious steps to this end. 

With European countries leagued for the single 
gold standard, it would, we think, be dangerous 
to admit silver ag once to free coinage without a 
limitation. That limitation would be very safely 
drawn at the total product of American silver 


nes. 

Such a limited measure of free silver coinage 
would not, of course, be a final settlement of the 
question. It would be a practicable compromise, 
however, and, in spite of all the tall talk of the 
single gold standard organs, we venture to pre- 
dict with confidence that some such compromise 
must and will be reached. 

Now these views are absolutely unobjec- 
tionable to the democrats who favor the 
free coinage of silver, and the fact that the 
most powerful democratic daily and the 
most widely circulated newspaper entertains 


them, shows that there is no essential dif- 


ference between the democrats of that sec- 
tion and the democrats of the rest of the 
country. It is for this reason that Governor 
Russell’s threat is unimportant and absurd.

Mr. George W. Crusselle, an old Atlanta 
boy who is now draughtsman on the U. S. 8. 
Thetis and is cruising in the Behring sea, 
has written to friends here an interesting de- 
scription of the famous sealing rookeries on 
the Pribiloff islands. Mr. Crusselle is a civil 
engineer by profession and his duties on the 
Thetis are to keep the route, course and so 
forth and to map every cruise. 

His letter, dated July 13th, was mailed at 
Illuiliuk harbor on Unalaska island. Of the 
visit to the sealing rookeries, 200 miles north 
of that point, he says: 

‘Quite a party of the officers and men of the 
Thetis visited the famous sealing rookeries as 
the cliffs are called where the seals 
frequent. The cliffs are about one 
hundred feet high and {fully five 
miles long. There were estimated between 
two and three hundred thousand seals 
lying on the cliffs. A great many smaller 
reokeries on the islands had as many more. 
Some of the seals are as large as a horse and 
some (the pups) are no larger than a cat. There 
were a great many whales sighted, although 
we did not go after them. 

„The most peculiar thing to me here is the 
length of the day. The sun rises before 4 
o’clock in the morning and sets about hali- 
past 10 at night, making between eigh- 
teen and nineteen hours of sun- 
shine out of twenty-four, and there 
is about an hour and a half of twilight, both 
morning and evening, so that you may read 
by daylight from 2:30 o’clock a. m. to 12 
o’clock p. m., having about two hours anda 
half of 3 for nighttime. The further 
north you go the longer the day grows, until 
you reach a point where the sun does not set 
for six months of the year and never rises the 


other six.

“The mountains on the islands,“ he con- 
tinues, are big pillows of snow, mak- 
ing one shiver and shake like a leaf 
here in midsummer.

Mr. Ingalls Begins. 

Mr. Ingalis was greeted with great applause 
and a vigorous waving of white handkerchiefs. 
fie created a laugh at once by announcing that 
though the trains would not go till he got 
through speaking, they would leave on sched- 
ule time. 

“I have been announced to address you on 
the political and social problems of our second 
century under the democratic representative 
system of self-government. These problems 
are few and simple, neither mysterious, occult, 
nor obscure. This system of ours is designed 
for the sole of securing the universal 
diffusion of civil, political and social rights 
among the great bulk of the people; protection 
to life and property, and the preservation of lib- 


erty. Poverty should be exempted from the ex- 


actions of weaith ; the weak should be protected 
from the tyranny of the strong; education 
should be universally diffused in proportion 
with the desire to learn, and happiness should 
be commensurate with the power to enjoy. 
This was the theory on which the government 
was arranged, and under this system that 
makes the people rulersevery man ought to be 
a politician, When this is done all is done 
that can be done by the state. The 
government is nothing except the citizens- 
The power of the state is the wealth, resolu- 
tion and purposes of the people. Under this 
system that people are governed best who are 
govered least. Every citizen in such a state 
ought to vote once. Be he black or white, rich 
or poor, learned or ignorant, he ought to have 
the right to vote once and have that vote 
honestly counted. [Applause.] 

Every man should be a politician. If the 
laws are improperly administered, revenue 
squandered, and designing and unscrupulous 
knaves mount to power, itis the fault of the 
people, and unless the upright, intelligent and 
honest take control of the administration, 
then the vicious will controi. 

The Women Should, Too. 

“I said every man ought to be a politician. 
Iam not sure, but every woman should be a 
politician—not in the ignoble and narrow sense 
of being a seeker after office, but in the broad,

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patriotic sense that makes it necessary for him 
to participate actively in public affairs for the 
public good, and not only men, but women 
also. 

“I know of no reasonable or valid ground 
why woman is not as much entitled to the 
ballot as man. I believe that the reason why 
woman suffrage does not prevail through this 
country is because women don’t want to vote. 
If women, our wives and sisters, wanted to 
vote, the privilege would be conceded to them 
in twenty-four hours by the watch. The diffi- 
culty that stands in the way of female suffrage 
is not the brutality of man, but the indifference 
of woman. 

„The mistake is in supposing that the indus- 
trial and social condition of woman would be 
improved by giving hera vote. Thatis put- 
ting the vehicle before the quadruped. 

Political liberty does not secure prosperity. 
They not only ought to be politicians, but par- 
tisan politicians. That may sound singular as 
coming from me. [Laughter.] I am some- 
times unjustly accused of being a partisan. I 
believe aman should think his state is the 
best and his city is the best. I had heard so 
much about Atlanta that I was seriously in 
doubt whether Atlanta wasin Georgia or 
Georgia in Atlanta—{laughter]—and I am not 
quite sure yet. That is the spirit that makes 
states and cities. 

„Here is no dynasty, no titled nobility— 
nothing but the will and majority of the peo- 
ple, and, therefore, a party government is in- 
dispensable. I am not going to violate the 
proprieties of this occasion by making a po- 


, litical speech. I read a statement in one of 


your Atlanta papers to the effect that I was 
here on a political mission. That reminds me 
of an incident of Roland Hill. He received 
an anonymous letter complaining thatjRoland 
Hill rode to church in a carriage, while Christ 
rode on an ass. He read the letter in the pul- 
pit and said the charge was true, and added: 
‘If this letter writer will bringa saddle and 
bridle here and put it on himself, I'll ride 
him home.’ [Great laughter.] 
Concerning Political Hypocrites. 

I have no patience with those men who are 
never sure they are right until they have gone 
over to the other side, nor those who stand on 
the street corners, making broad their phylac- 
teries and thanking God that they are not like 
other men, nor even those democrats and re- 
publicans. [Great laughter.] Next toa stal- 
wart republican, I like a stalwart democrat— 
voice: I'm a republican’’]—soam I—[another 
voice: Put him out.“ I am so absolutely sin- 
cere that I agree to a certain extent with those 
who condemn both parties. We freely admit that 
there are some bad republicans—not many. 
[Laughter.] I also admit that there are some 
good democrats—([laughter]—not many—([great 
laughter]—but a few. [Renewed laughter.] 
That does not justify a democrat or republi- 
can in abandoning his position. Even among 
the twelve apostles Peter denied his Lord and 
Judas betrayed Him, and I hve no doubt 
Herod with the independent republicans and 
Pontius Pilate with the non-partisan democrats 
of Judea all appealed to the disciples to aban- 
don the teachings of the Master on account of 
the crimes of these malefactors. 

“TI accepted the invitation to be present at 
this meeting because I desired to see some of 
a marvelous progress of a southern 
people, to look into their faces 
and assure them of the sympathy 

“of those I represent in the north, with the 
great undertakings in which they are engaged, 
and the great problems before them.

The time will yet 
come when the fame of Johnston will be as 
much a part of the priceless heritage of 
American valor as the fame of Sher- 
man himself. We believe in the north 
that the war is over. If * there 
was a lingering feeling of resentment, 
the passage of years has obliterated it, and 
there is no feeling but absolute kindness.” 

Known Far and Wide. 

Here Mr. Ingalls went into a discussion of 
the race problem to which he devoted some 
time, 

Some time ago I was interviewed by a cor- 
respondent of THe ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, 
a newspaper printed in this place and known 
to every place. In that interview I expressed 
my views about one of the great problems of 
the second century. I said that history re- 
corded no instance where two nations, or peo- 
ple, or races, one inferior tothe other, had ever 
dwelt together in perfect political equality. I 


‘declared that the antagonism was absolute and 


that sooner or later the weaker would go to 
the wall. Isaid further that civilization in 
the southern states was engaged today in the 
consideration of that problem—whether or not 
two races not the equals of each other could 
abide together in perfect political 
equality under our system—and if they 
could not, then why not, and 
if not, what was to be the result? I have 
pondered that matter long and well since that 
time, and I am on this platform tonight for 
the purpose of saying to you fully and freely 
and without reserve and with candor what I 
think about the subject. 

J want to promise my declamation by the 
admission that the southern people are not re- 
sponsible alone for the presence of the African 
race on this continent. [Applause] The en- 
tire people of this country, north or south, are 
responsible, and share alike for the presence 
of the African race in the United States 
today, and must mutually take the responsi- 
bility for the solution of the African problem.“ 
2 mek 

Mr. Ingalls said his grandfather was a slave- 
holder in Massachusetts, and he had seen the 
bill of sale for them, but. he had never known 
the time since infancy when he did not hope 
that all men everywhere might be free. He 
went on to say that at the start Wendell Phil- 
lips, William Loyd Garrison and Parker Pills- 
bury were outcasts because of their abolition- 
ist views. He also said he heard Abraham 
Lincoln make a speech at Atchison on the 2d 
of December, 1859, in which he said he was 
opposed to the emancipation of the slaves. It 
was on the very day that John Brown was 
hanged in Virginia, and Mr. Lincoln said he 
oug bt to have been hanged. : 


The mention of Mr. Lincoln’s name was ap 


plauded. : 
Mr. Ingalls said it had been charged that 


the slaves were enfranchised for the purpose 
of securing pewer for the republican party. 
He denied it, saying it was with the utmost 
reluctance that it was done, and there was so 
much opposition to the measure that in his 
own state the republican party came near 
being defeated on that account. 

In considering this question,“ said he, I 
want you to do justice to the north, as the 
north is disposed to do justice to you, and con- 
sider that in this great burden that has been 
thrown upon you there was apprehension and 
dread and fear in the north of the conse- 
quences that might come from the act that 
was contemplated ; and it was only when there 
was a deep-seated conviction that there was a 
purpose, on the part of those who had been 
master, to practically nullify the ordinance of 
freedom that the protest of the northern com- 
‘munities was overcome and the ballot was 
conférred. It was in my judgement a mis- 


take. 

This declaration was heartily applauded. 

“IT think history has shown that it was a 
mistake. It was a mistake for the colored 
man, for in his hand the ballot has been neither 
shield nor sword. It was a mistake for the 
south, because it has familiarized them with 
the fatal idea that there can be any safety 
under a republican system of self-government 
that is not based on the equality of every man 
before the law. That is the foundation, that is 
the safeguard, that is the security. It is upon 
that alone that society can stand and its fab- 
ric be maintained. I have said often that the 
great denger to our institutions, the menace 
most ominous and threatening; was in 
the corruption and adulteration of the ballot, 
north and south. The north is not blameless. 
I am not here for the purpose of condemning 
those to whom I speak and giving honor to 
those I represent. This is today the fatal, 
ominous and most terrible menace and threat 
that is in the way of the success of republican 
self-government; and we in the north 
see that there is a determination on 
the part of the southern people 
to eliminate the colored vote as 
an active voluntary factor in your political 
affairs. That is the belief, and it is founded 
on a variety of circumstances. Itis no longer 
supposed that there is to be violence, or in- 


timidation or blood. There is to be a safer 
way found than that. I see my friend smile. 
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that, but I regret to see also—because I am 


that is the belief among northern people, they 
have become to an alarming extent entirely 
apathetic about it. There is an apathy which 
is alarming the politicians in the north 
—[laughter]}—and that accounts very largely 
for the fate of what Colonel Hemphill calls 
the force bill—which isa misnomer. If you 
want to kill a dog give hima bad name. It 
was a bill for the purpose of securing fair and 
honest elections, but the people of the north 
had become so absolutely apathetic. that it 
disappeared 


They'd Do 80 Themselves. . 

„And I am afraid that apathy arose from a 
feeling among the northern people that if they 
werein the same circumstances, they would 
do about the same thing. [Laughter and ap- 
2 

Mr. Ingalls stopped to pay a substantial 
tribute tothe negro, saying that he cared for 
his master’s estate and family when the mas- 
ter himself was fighting to bind the shackles 
more firmly onthe slave. He also called at- 
tention to the 250,000 negroes who were in the 
federal army. 

Mr. Ingalls spoke of the Anglo-Saxon race 
as one that had overcome all difficulties. Its 
name was Eli, for it always got there, and the 
names of the others was Dennis, for they always 
got left. 

»The first thing they did when they landed 
on the shores of the Atlantic was to fall on 
their knees. Then they fell on the aborigines, 
and, I may add, since that time they have 
fallen on the Chinese. [Laughter.] 

This is the race of men that has taken pos- 
session of the physical and moral and intel- 
lectual world. When Thomas Jefferson wrote 
the declaration of independence he did not 
mean to say that all men were equal morally, 
physically and intellectually. If he had 
meant that he should have made statements 
which would have been manifestly not self- 
evident. He should have become a reporter 
for the Atlanta daily press. [Laughter.] 

They knew what they wanted. They were 
neither anarchists nor socialists. They were 
worn out with cast and monarchy and privi- 
lege and paternalism. All they wanted was 
justice, liberty and equality, the fatherhood 
of God and the brotherhood of man. 

What he meant to say, I suppose, was tha3 
all men were equal before the law. Each, in 
the measure of liberty that God had given 
him, was equally protected by the law. In 
207 years, after getting rid of monarchsifand 
privilege, we have got along pretty well. We 
are today the strongest, the richest and the 
happiest nation on earth. I say this without 
affirming that we have not made mistakes and 
without affirming that the Anglo-Saxon race 
is ready to be translated to heavenly regions. 
Of course, in every community the men who 
fail outnumber those who succeed. In every 
army there is a leader and those who fall by 
the wayside. It is written that many shall be 
called but few shall be chosen. We are in- 
structed, after going through 200 years, to 
abolish the declaration of independence—tbat 
the race is not to the swift or the battle to the 
strong; that men’s debts are to be paid by 
act of congress; that those who 
have failed shall take charge of 
those who have succeeded; and that the same 
price shall be paid for cuckle-burs as for seed 
corn. [Laughter,] There is to be no field for 
ambition and industry. They are to issue cer- 
tificates of deposit for cotton and corn. Why 
not on sauer kraut and dried apples? [Laugh- 
ter.] We have been told that class legislation 
— v 3 What can be more vicious than 
that 

A Good Deal of Commotion. 

„There is a good deal of commotion all over 
the earth. Theczarandthe emperor of Ger- 
many are not as comfortable as they might be. 
Some believe that Queen Victoria is to be the 
last of her line, notwithstanding the visit of 
the emperor to his grandma. But there is 
safety there. They have standing armies. 

There isa gratification of society and con- 
tent with existing conditions; but in this 
great country every atom in the political mass 
is armed with a ballot, and when it is placed 
in the hands of those who are exasperated and 
bent on revenge, dagger and dynamite will be 
nothing to it. 

Republican institutions are yet to undergo 
a strain in this country, compared with which 
the civil war was nothing. Contented men 
say it is a breath, and it will pass away—an- 
other good crop and it will be all right; but 
the people have reached the conclusion that 
political equality is not socialj equality, and 
that the ballot is not a panacea for 
every evil. I agree with them. 

“This government has cost too much to be 
sacrificed. Iam not the ringer of a fire bell at 
midnight, but when a man without the means 
of obtaining food and clothing comes to ask

ear, there were 5,000,000 people in the United 

tates that never lost the sensation of hunger 
from one year’s end to another, and there were 
a million men, able to work, tramping the 
streets and highways of this country, seeking 
for bread. Idon’t wonder thatthere is dis- 
content. It has been stated, and I believe it 
to be true, that 31,000 people are today the 
owners of more than dnotalt the entire ac- 
cumulated wealth of this country. That is a 
dangerous condition, because political free- 
dom does not consist in the absence 
of restraint. The man who has the means of 
livelihood of another under his control has 
got control of the liberty of that man, just as 
much as you had control of your slaves. I said 
a man has not a legal right to $200,000,000. 
Some think not more than $100,000,000. I 
doubt whether any man ever actually earned a 
million, and yet the only reason why I 
haven't gota million is that I didn’t know 
how to get it. How ate we goin 
to remove this injustice? The mora 
nature of society revolts every day at 
the unequal distribution of the burdens 
and the benefits of society. How are we go- 
ing to remedy this—by destroying our institu- 
tions? Some say to me, Why don't ſyou sug- 
gest a remedy?’ That is not my business. I 
am the voice of one crying in the wilderness. 
Fifty years ago no one had proposed a remedy 
for slavery, aithough it had been said that for 
every drop of blood spilled by the lash, there 
would be a drop shed by the sword. 

That Jay Gould Story. 

The most shining and illustrious examples 
of evil to minds out west is Jay Gould. He 
and I are about the same age. I think lam a 
little heavier than he is. When hestarted out 
in life he had as the sum total of his ions 
@ patent mousetrap, which he took into Wall 
street, and set it, and he has come pretty near 
catching the earth with it. I took my grip 
and diploma about that same year andI went 
west to grow up with the country. 

Now he owns a steam yacht, a private car 
and a palace on the Hudson, and I am astates- 
man out of employment. [Laughter. | 

„J believe he has something that belongs to 
me, and during the period that the bad judg- 
ment of my constituents has enabled me to de- 
vote to reflection—([langhter]—I have sought to 
find what legislation enabled him to get what 
I did not have. In other words what made 
Eli and then my name come to be Dennis. I 
have had some bitterness of spirit in joining 
the Dennis party. [Laughter.] After a care- 
ful search of the revised statutes of 
the United States and of Kansas 
I find that the fault is not so much with the 
system and the Anglo-Saxon idea as it is here 
(pointing to his head). I had the opportunity 
under the law to invent the telephone if I had 
been a mind to. The only reason why J didn’t 
was that I didn’t know enough. It was not 
on account of the republican protective tariff 
or democratic hostility. I had been educated 
in the public schools at the states expense in 
order to sharpen my mind so that I might 
invent the telephone, but I didn’t. If I had I 
might have had a palace on Thousand 
islands.”’ 

He referred toa picture which sold for 
$100,000. Anybody had a right to paint it, 
but it was a work of genius, “I have no 
doubt,” said he, “that the daubers, repining 
said, ‘there is an irreconcilable conflict be- 
tween labor and capital, and we are the 
victims of injustice.’” [Laughter.] 

Here he referred to schemes of paternalism 
for abolishing poverty. Suppose men would 
buy what they want with paper money 
as plenty as autumn leaves 
Vallambrosa, and as valueless? 
pose taxes were abolished and the government 
were made to buy everything which nobody 
else wanted. Suppose the government took 
charge of the railroads.. Do you not suppose 
there would be men riding about in special 
cars and beside them the discontented laborer, 
with everything bundled up in a bandanna 
trunk? If everything were equalized on the Ist 
day of January, by the Ist of July everything 
would be about as it is now. Some would be 
— in buggies, some on horseback; some 
would be walking and some would be sitting 
in the fence corner looking at the precession 
pass by—jlaughter}]—and over and above all 
would be heard the voice of the leather lunged 
reformer who makes an honorable livelihood 
by the perspiration of his jaw rather than by 
the sweat of his brow, by crying the injustice 
of the division of the products of labor, and 
clamoring for another divide. [Laughter.] 

J would rather take things as they are. I 
would rather risk the solution of these ques- 
tions to the constitutional system of govern- 
ment than to any chimerical schemes. I

Working Gullatt street to the cost of $50, 
Paying a bill of $30 for a stenographic re- 
port of a case in police court me 
Making deeds to lots in Oakland cemetery 
to F. B. Hawkins and Minnie Staples. 
Paying Louis Jackson $50 for injuries re- 
ceived while 1 for the city.

Printing 200 copies of the public scale ordi. 
nance. 

The Rice resolution, authorizing the city to 
borrow $150,000 for the first and second quar- 
ters of each year, was concurred in, too.

The only information Taz CoNnsTITUTION 
has of the association is given by William 
Sweet himself. He says: 

“T wants ter know sumpin about dis here 
’sosashun. Dere's a sharp, slick-tongued nig- 
ger named Walker a-workin’ hit, and he’s 
a-hoidin’ meetin’s ever’ Monday night at 
Aleck Marr’s church, on Alexander street. 
He says he’s a representative of the United 
States government. He calls hisself de Wid- 
ders and Ortins Home Sosashun, and charges 
50 cents mission fee to his sosashun, and 
den you myer 25 cents a mont’ for eight months, 
and den he sez he’ll gib a deed for a quarter of 
an acre er lan. Den he ’lows you ter go ter 
work and get yer lumber and build yer hut on 
that piece er lan’, and he won’t ax fer no mo’ 
money till you moves in ter dat hut. Den 
atter you gits in you has to pay 25 cents a 
mont’ entil you gits de lot paid for, doau mat- 
ter if it's fifty years.“

Not a pusson, and I doan' believe in his 
scheme, an’ 1’d jes love to know whether he's 
a fraud or not.“ 

Walker, who has charge of this gigantic 

scheme, is described as a sharp talker, and

“Yesterday the temperance com mittee of 
jegislature met in the capitol. To this 
es had been referred Representa- 
Five Sinquefield’s Dill to prohibit the gale 
of cigarettes in the state. The com- 
mittee, 9 published in Tus CoNsTITUTION, 
the state chemist to give them in- 
formation 96 to what was in a cigarette, 
and for several days he has been hard at 
work analyzing cigarettes of all brands. 

Yesterday be finished the work, and in the 
afternoon made his report to the committee. 
Tube report was undoubtedly a surprise. It 
“has been stated so often that arsenic, mor- 
- phine and opium were components of cigar- 
ettes that a great many people, hearing no 
offieis! denial, had come to the conclusion 
“that it was true to some extent. 

Frerybody around the capitol seemed in- 
terested in the matter, and crowded around to 
“pear the chemist's statement. The anti- 
men listened eagerly as Dr. Payne 
began; the cigarette men looked as if they 
didn’t know what to expect, and everybody 
locked interestingly on, almost breathlessly 
awaiting the chemist to enumerate the 
many and deadly poisons inhabiting the 
little articles. 

The chemist. stated that cigarettes were 
composed of tobacco wrapped in rice paper, 
and there was no poison in them with 
“the exception of nicotine. 

Then the gathering looked surprised, and 
members of the committee began firing 
cross questions, They were anxious to 
prove all about cigarettes, and Dr. Payne 
told them clearly and in a manner that 
plainly showed he had done his work well. 

Briefly the doctor explained what he had 
fone. He had taken cigarettes of nearly 
every brand and carefully analyzed them. 

The contents, without the papers, of 
sighty cigarettes were mixed. In this mix- 
ture was not a trace of poison not in to- 
bacco, such as is used for chewing and in 
cigars. He examined fo morphine, but 
found none; for opium, and found none; 
for hasheesh, or Indian hemp, and found

This he examined by 
de same process as the other, and the poison 
was clearly shown. This was only one three- 
| bundred-and-twentieth of a grain to a 
Cigarette, but the presence of the morphine 
was easily found. 
The papers of eighty were then analyzed, 
tnd no arsenic or other poison was found.

On the docket there was also placed the 
foreclosure of a large mortgage in favor of Mrs. 
P. E. Holliday, wife of Dr. J. S. Holliday, 
president of the, company, for 
821,100 principal, and $4,265.16 interest. 

The mortgage to Mrs. Holliday was to secure 
money borrowed by her and loaned the com- 
pany on three different occasions, $12,000 
borrowed from S. A. Falman on the 2ist of 
May, 1888, secured by a mortgage on her home 
place; $3,600 from the Atlanta Loan and 
Building Association, secured by mortgage on 
her farm in Clayton county, and $5,500 through 
C. P. N. Barker, secured by mortgage on the 
same farm. 

In addition to these debts the company has 
a bonded indebtedness of $20,000, with out- 
standing accountsin New York, Boston and 
elsewhere, amounting to between eight thou- 
sand aud ten thousand dollars. 

The assets of the company consist princi- 
pally of the plant, which is valued at from 
sixty thousand to seventy thousand dollars. 
Besides this, there are several pianos com- 
pleted and a number in an unfinished state; 
the latter sold under the hammer will be of 
little value. 

Dr. Holliday, president of the company 
hopes that when the property is sold nearly { 
sufficient sum will be realized to settle the 
liabilities. 

There are very tew piano factories in the 
south, and it is sincerely hoped tbat the At- 
lanta factory will soon be able to resume. 

Damage Cases. 

Four suits for damages were filed in the 
clerk’s office. W. 8. Pamplin wants $10,500 
damages for false imprisonment, and torecover 
this amount he brings suit in the superior court 
against Morris & Cooper. 

In his petition he says that Morris & Cooper 
maliciously swore out a warrant charging him 
with cruelty to animals. Of this offense he says 
he is not and never has been guilty, but that the 
defendents simply prosecuted him criminally 
to compell him to pay them a sum of money 
which they claimed was due them. 

Under the warrant he was arrested and 
placed in the station house, where he alleges 
he was imprisoned three days, and then re- 
leased, as no case could be made against 
him. 

To punish the defendants for their malicious 
conduct and to satisfy him for the injury that 
has been done he asks the $10,500. 

A Guano Cane. 

In the city court L. E. Johnson sues Tread- 
well, Abbott & Co. for $1,200. The cause of

Mr. Johnson says in his petition that Tread 
well, Abbott & Co. were selling crown 
guano which he had bought as a good 
fertilizer, but that on this occasion, not- 
withstanding the fact that-the land was well 
cultivated and the guano properly applied, it 
proved absolutely worth less.

Daniels was then carried to jail. On the 
way to the jail he continued declaring his 
innocence, stating that at the time of the 
shooting he was with a woman, Nellie Alex- 
ander, who lived near the place. 

He then began talking ina rambling manner. 
The jail officials state that he acted in a crazy 
manner up to night, when he talked sensibly, 
but denied doing the shooting. 

The Coroner's Inquest. 

The coroner's inquest was held yesterday 
morning, the evidence given being little more 
than published yesterday. It was enough, 
however, for the jury to bring in a verdict that 
the woman came to her death by a gunshot 
wound, made by Peter Daniels, said Daniels 
being guilty of murder.“ 

Besides this evidence the officers gathered 
up much more yesterday. 

A negro has been found who states he saw 
the shooting, and that it was done by Dan- 
iels. 

The woman, Nellie Anderson, whom Dan- 
iels said he was with at the time of the shoot- 
ing, tells another story. 

She says that a few minutes before the 
shooting Daniels came in and, took from his 
trunk something which she thinks was a pis- 
tol. He went out and in a few minutes she 
heard the shooting. ä 

Daniels came back in a few moments. He 
took off a white hat and tearing it to pieces, 
threw. it among the weeds in the back yard. 
Then putting on a black hat he walked out. 

Yesterday morning Sergeant Moss found the 
pieces of the hat. 

Wright Still Alive. 

The negro Ed Wright was resting well last 
night. He positively identified Danielsas the 
negro who shot him and the woman. Dr. 
Westmoreland, with his assistant, Dr. Smith, 
is watching the negro closely and is doing 
skillful work. The wound is a dangerous one, 
but their’s a chance for recovery.

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SHE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
NEW YORK, August 6.— The stock market today 
was dull and narrow but active in spots, and while 
displaying a firm tone throughout the greater part of 
the day was weak at times, with spells of feverishness. 
A great feature of the day was the selling of Union 
Pacific, a large portion of which was apparently for 
London accounts. Operators are beginning to ac- 
knowledge that there is and has been steady dribbling 
of stock to this market for account of European spec- 
ulators, and this has helped in great measure to keep 
prices for stocks down and rates for exchange up, 
while having a very deterrent effect upon this market. 
The stories of late put in circulation reflecting upon 
the financial condition of the Union Pacific company, 
were freely bandied about in London this morning, 
and the equivalent of the last London quotation 
for Union Pacific before the opening of our market 
was 36}4, agalnst 38½ here last evening. There was a 
rush to sell Union Pacific at the opening and large 
blocks changed hands, the first price being 37/4, from 
which it declined to 36%, but received considerable 
support around 37 fora tims. When this was with- 
drawn the stock fell away to 35%. In the meantime 
the rest of the market, of which Burlington and St. 
Paul were the principal part, showed a strong tone, 
and under the influence of buying for shorts and very 
encouraging reports of weather in the corn belt, ad- 
vanced fractionally, Burlington rising u per cent. 
The persistent selling of Union Pacific, however, at 
last had its legitimate effect and the general list 
yielded, wiping out early gains in almost every case 
and scoring small losses in a few stocks. St. Paul 
and Rock Island were weak by spells under spasmodic 
hammering by bears. Industrials were also specially 
weak during the early portion of the day, though Sugar 
was a marked exception, but the late dealings devel- 
oped strength in them and losses were entirely recov- 
ered. The pressure upon the list was entirely removed 
in the last hour, when shorts went into cover with a 
will, and rumors that the floating debt of Union Pa- 
cific, which has troubled the bears for so long a time 
had been arranged for, with some others of alike na 
ture, were circulated. The upward movement result- 
ing was very sharp, and all active stocks scored 
material advances, not only lifting them above the 
opening figures but making large gains beside. Union 
Pacific nearly recovered its day’s loss, and St. Paul, 
Burlington, Rock Island and others were specially 
prominent in the upward movement. The market 
finally closed active and strong at the top figures. 
Final changes show small fractional gains in most 
stocks, but Sugar is up 25, and Cordage 1½ per cent, 
while tife losses in Chicago Gas and Union Pacific 
were 1 per cent each.

GOSSIP AROUT THE CONGRESSIONAL 
REAPPORTIONMENT. 


The Committee Did Not Meet Yesterday, 
bug Will Probably Do So Today—Some 
of the Changes Contemplated. 


Everybody is discussing the congressional 
reapportionment, and no subject before the 
legisiatnre attracts more general attemtion. 

Brunswick and Savannah have been put in 
separate districts. This has been the result of 
clean, hard work, bottomed upon the recog- 
nized fact that a Savannah man cannot be ex- 
pected to do justice to Brunswick in a river 
and harbor bill. 

A Brunswick district having been agreed 
upon, it had to run west and northwest for the 
requisite population. It so happened that the 
advocates of the Brunswick district and those 
who represented the old second district agreed 
that Brooks county should go in the new 
eleventh district. This throws Hon. Henry 
G. Turner into the new district, but it is as- 
sumed, apparently, by those who Know, that 
Mr. Turner can be nominated from the new 
district. His best friend, Ben Russell, has 
gone to Waycross with his influence and sen- 
ators and members from the new district seem 
disposed to give Captain Turner another 
chance, 

The new second district is left without a 
congressman, but it is not likely to suffer for 
candidates. Judge James H. Guerry would 
like to go and would have a fair shake at the 
plum, but Mr. Robert G. Mitchell, the presi- 
dent of the senate, will give all opponents a 
very pretty race, if Brooks county goes to the 
new district. 

The third district is bound to lose some of its 
wire grass counties and just as bound to take 
on more or less of the counties now in the 
fourth. Whichever way the thing turns, it is 
not supposed that a district can be made which 
will repudiate Mr. Crisp. If Muscogee county 
is put in it the only effect will be to give that 
county a chance at a congressman some time 
in the future. 

No scheme, so far as offered, ‘‘undistricts,’’ 
if the expression may be used, a congressman, 
except in the case of Mr. Turner. No opposi- 
tion has been shown to the plan of keeping 
Mr. Livingston’s county of Newton in this 
district. In fact, the position of Fulton 
county is to make a district of contiguous 
counties with the requisite population, and 
nobody will care what counties are included. 

The sixth district is a bother. Owing to 
the increase of population in the Atlanta dis- 
trict it has to take population from 
the fifth, and owing to the new dis- 
trict to be made south ofit, there has to be 
a giving of population. Naturally enough, 
the several gentlemen—their name is legion— 
who want to succeed Congressman Blount are 
opposed to any change, but they will have to 
succumb. There is no dobut that if Bartlett, 
of Bibb; Whittield, of Baldwin; Cabaniss 
and Berner, of Monroe, and Hall and Dis- 
mukes, of Spalding—should the latter county 
go into the sixth—could agree upon a district, 
it might stand; but if such a concurrence 
were a condition, it is probable that there 
would not be & sixth district for many a long 
day. 

The other newly proposed districts are gen- 
erally acceptable. They leave each congress- 
man in his district, and make very few 
changes. The greatest alteration is to take 
Burke county from the tenth, and put it in the 
first, but that is just where it was from 1872 
to 1882. 

The subcommittee did not meet yesterday, 
most of the members going to chautauqua to 
hear Ingalls. They will probably get together 
again today. It is said that should Mr. Gil- 
bert and Mr. Terrell be able to reach an 
agreement as to the division of the present 
fourth, the committee’s work would soon be 
ended. 

While nothing has as yet been defi- 
nitely settled beyond the fact that 
Brunswick is to get a district, it is the talk 
of legislative circles that the mapping out of 
Wednesday’s meeting of the committee will 
stand if some agreement is reached about the 
fourth. While this is altogether probable, it 
is still possible that the whole may be 
changed.
